(after  pressure  and  torture)  and  on  the  6th  of  August  I  v.as 
arrested,  interrogated  thirty  seven  times  and  after  a  3  month's 
stay  at  the  Kempel  sent  to  Batevia  on  the  Ist  November  1942  for 
trial  by  the  Guntirsukaigi,  established  at  the  former  Fh:ench 
consulate  (Koningsple in) .

Kis  wrists  and 
enliles  wexx  tied  to  the  ladder  with  a  thin  string,  which  cut  deeply 
into  his  flesh.  He  long  kept  these  injuries.  lie  had  to  undergo 
this  watertorture  for  three  days  et  a  stretch.
